SUFFRAGE SWAMPED 


( By United Preii.) 


Washington, Feb. 16.—By o vote 


of 9 to 70 the house judiciary com- 
mittee postponed until December 14, 
1916 the consideration of any wo- 


men's suffrage proposal. This means 
the Susan B. Anthony eonsitutional 
amendment will not be voted on by 
this session.
